Chicago. May 7.—The office of Joseph 
Loiter and of the estate of the late 
Levi Z f Loiter, father of Joseph Lelter, 
was robbed last night and bonds and 
securities valued at $12,006 were stol¬ 
en. The burglars gained entrance to 
the office by breaking In the door with 
a sledgehammer, using rubber mats 
to deaden the force of their blows. 

The robbery was not discovered un¬ 
til the clerks entered the office to-day. 
A hasty examination of the contents 
of the vault caused the assertion by 
the clerks that securities valued from 
$100,600 to $160,000 had been taken. 
When Hugh t'rabbe, tho manager of 
the estate of Levi Z. Loiter, arrived at 
the office he at once dei lured that the 
amount of the robbery would not 
amount to more than $tf >,000 or $25,000, 
und produced a package of bonds val- 
ped at $125,000 which the clerks thought 
had been stolen. The office of Robert 
E and Frank Crow’e, attorneys, ad 
Joining that of the Lelter estate, waj 
also entered and securities valued at 
about $5,000 were taken. The door to 
this office was opened In the same man 
ner ns that of the Lelter estate, and In 
both cases the vault doors were opened 
with chisels.

The question Is a 
new* one, and the decision of the At¬ 
torney General will apply to every 
company of the kind In the State. 

The Third National Bank of Lexing¬ 
ton, which was also under the rule, In 
Its respond denied that It had In its 
possession any of the securities which 
were named In the rule, but stated 
that It was willing to give any Infor¬ 
mation which It was legal for It to 
give.

Methodists Consider New Statement 
of doctrinal Faith—Goes 
To Committee. 


Birmingham. Ala. May 7.—At to¬ 
days session of the General Conference 
of th»* Methodist Episcopal Chur. h. 
South, the opening devotional exerclees 
were* conducted by the Rev. T. W. 
Adams, of Mississippi. An amendment 
was made to the minutes of Saturday's 
session by Inserting the word “stu¬ 
dents'’ in the resolutions adapted call¬ 
ing for more liberal treatment of 
Chinese merchants, teachers, etc. 

Bishop E. B. Hendrix, of Kansas 
City, was called to the chair to pre¬ 
side for the day. It was announced 
that Tuesday Evening had been desig¬ 
nated as the time for hearing the Rev. 
W. J. Scarfing fraternal delegate from 
Canncja. The Boundaries Committee 
made a report granting the North 
Qgorgta conference four years longer 
In which to decide whether or not there 
should be a division of the conference. 
It alno granted the North Georgia con¬ 
ference the privilege to divide as It secs 
fit. Owing to a controversy that arose 
over other features of the report, the 
entire report was recommitted to the 
Boundaries Com it IttefM 

Among th* memorials preseatad Wtfo 
the following: From the Woman's 
Home Mission Board regarding certain 
changes desired In Its constitution; also 
a memorial concerning a General Board 
of Missions equally of men and wom¬ 
en; Holston conference petitioned for 
a change In discipline as to baptism 
of children; from Memphis conference, 
as to admittance Into General Con¬ 
ference; from Finance Committee, con¬ 
cerning superannuated endowment 
fund; from Board of Missions provid¬ 
ing for a missionary society for in¬ 
struction in Sunday-schools; from 
Memphis conference, relative to a plan 
for a system of finances, from North 
Texas conference, providing for ap¬ 
pointment of students as preachers: a 
resolution providing that six years 
should be fixed as the time limit for 
puirtors, instead of four, by the Hol¬ 
ston conference, for a progressive 
movement for betterment of schools 
and homes. The Kentucky conference 
asked that the appointment of presid¬ 
ing elders be for more than four years. 

Among the resolutions introduced 
was one from the publishing interests 
asking for the extension of the Ep- 
worth League, and also providing for 
assistants to the editor of the Epworth 
Era. A request was read from the 
National Antl- 8 aJoon League asking 
for the appointment of delegates to 
their next convention.

Big profits for the French tobacco 
monopoly are disclosed in a report for¬ 
warded to the .State Department from 
Consul Sklfifier qV. Marsailles. The 
receipts for the year amounted 
to 1 * 6 . 000 . 000 . an Increase of near¬ 
ly $3,000,000 over ' the year pre¬ 
vious. The total profits amounted 
to $70,000,000, an Increase of nearly $3,- 
000.000 over U*)3. The cut p 
bacco showed the greatest increase in 
popularity, nearly 02,000.OOo pounds be¬ 
ing sold, or 72 per cent, more than th© 
previous year. The superior quality of 
this tobacco Is composed principally of 
A-Trurlcan tobacco. The production of 
the weed In France was valued at $500,- 
000 over the value in 1904. The In¬ 
crease of tobaecfj imports Into France 
during that year was considerable. 
From Kentucky. Maryland. Ohio and 
Virginia came 2.623 more tons of leaf 
tobacco, or a total of 16.595 tons.

John J. Dylcr. Supervisor of Roads of 
Jefferson county, has Instituted a new 
system of working thJdirt roads wh’chj 
has been approved by the County 
Court, and which he hopes will pro¬ 
duce excellent results, instead pf hav¬ 
ing one overseer for a ma-?lsterir,l dis¬ 
trict. Supervisor Dyter has appointed 
seventeen overseers. The two hundrel 
miles of dirt roads have been about : 
equally divided ttfrong the seventeen 
overseers. Theee overseers will also 
have to look after the ditche 3 and cul¬ 
verts on the maoa da mixed roads. 

The salary of each of the oversc-rrs 
Is to bo $50 a month, and each one is 
expected to see after the roads the year 
round. A certain amount of money 
will b$ allotted to.each overseer, w'hlch 
will be expended In giving the roads 
one good working during. th»* spring 
and summer months and ft doing a?y 
extraordinary work that t?ay hivq to 
he done.

When I appoint an 
overseer I mean that he shall give the 
county some return for the money he 
re. elves. Another thing, when I buy 
a yard of rock I propose to s ^ that 
that yard of rock Is put where U Is 
purchased for. Heretofore, the over¬ 
seers have expended the money allot¬ 
ted to them In four months, and eight 
months In the year the roads have 
been allowed to go untouchevl for lack 
of funds. The overseers must sch» thaL 
these allowance.* are not expended In¬ 
judiciously. 

"The overseers have been appointed, 
and they all say that tpey intend to 
carry out my instructions to the let¬ 
ter. I want to give the people of Jef¬ 
ferson county something In return for 
the large amount of money expended.

Mr. Bpicr was on© of the officers of 
the Richmond Light and Power Com¬ 
pany, and was connected with the 
Staten Island Rapid Transit Railroad 
Company, and occupied a fine house In 
one of the best residential district* on 
Staten Island. He and his wife were 
prominent In social affairs on the Is© 
land. .After hls house was rubbed by 
burglars several months ago he pre¬ 
pared to defend It ugalnst them when 
they paid him another visit. This 
morning Mr. and Mrs. Spier were 
awakened by the noise of a burglar, 
who was g.ttheiing up the silverware 
In the din id*?- room on the floor below. 

Arming hlms**if with his revolver, 
Mr Spier ran downstairs and shot at 
.h-* intruder HU first shot misled the 
iran. who drew hls own tveapon and 
fired rapidly at Mr. Spier until the 
weapon was empty. After the first 
shot Mr. Spier’s revolver missed fire, 
but two of the burglar’s sh*»ts pene¬ 
trated hr* heart, and Mr. Spier’* b^idy 
was found by Hls wife on the rto*»r of 
hU dining-room. The HtirgT&r escaped, 
leaving behlnh the booty he hud* coi-

Army of Clerks, Salesmen, Stenog¬ 
raphers and Others Who Have 
No Work. 


San Francisco, May 7.—With the 
subsidence of the excitement that at¬ 
tended the earthquake and fire comes 
a more vivid reallxatlon of the misery 
that tias been Inflicted upon the com¬ 
munity. Th$ number of people who 
have suddenly been cut off from the 
means of earning a living Is enormous. 
The army of clerks, salesmen, stenog¬ 
raphers. bookkeepers and trades people 
poured Into the downtown sections 
each morning and returned to the resi¬ 
dence districts and suburbs In the even¬ 
ing finds Itself Idle and without pros¬ 
pect of employment. Lawyers, doc¬ 
tors. dentists and their assistants are 
in a like predicament. A small per¬ 
centage «*f people are capable of taking 
up manual labor, the only kind ^iat Is 
now presented, and already on tin? 
streets and on the sites for new build¬ 
ings may be seen many of this class 
painfully and wearily engaged In the 
hardest kind of Risk*. 

What Is to be doite with the great 
number of men ond women who cannot 
got down to the level of common work¬ 
men Is a question that th© city officials 
have asked themselves and have be©n 
unable to furnish a satisfactory an- 
swer. 

Prom this time forward the efforts 
of the municipal officials and existing 
officers committees will be directed al¬ 
most solely to the task of reconstruct¬ 
ing the city. Active subcommittee* 
have been appointed and plan* for 
practical work and accomplishments 
will be presented to Mayor Schmitz this 
week.

the ultimate distribution of the losses 
ho must come lilMor his share. 

So far as general principles go, this 
lessoning is hard to traverse There re¬ 
mains. however, to be considered th© 
system on which losses are to be dis¬ 
tributed, The men who hold polices 
must pay the losses, but they do not 
pay -them equally. Their share of the 
loss is calculated upon the particular 
hazard* which their property is sup- 
j*»sc<1 to add to the general hazard. 
These rates may be corrected 'min 
time to time, and in fact are so cor¬ 
rected. But the total of the loss>»y sus¬ 
tained la an Important element, and 
must always be kept In view. A purtlc- 
ular State or city may have been for a 
long time exempt from great conflagra¬ 
tion*. but this year or next year all 
may be changed, and this particular 
locality may bo the largest loser in pro. 
portion to the amount at risk. 

The companies are but the agencies 
by which the total losses ar** distrib¬ 
uted. A reasonable return on the cap¬ 
ital which they put Into the business Is 
among the necessary charges upon the 
distribution. Without the probability 
of this tho neefiasfry capital may not 
la* forthcoming. But tho management 
of Its business Is In the hands of each 
Individual company. If It getayurg© re¬ 
turns the credit is given to the excel¬ 
lence of its management. By parity of 
reasoning, when it falls to get inr re¬ 
turns the blame must also-be laid on 
the management. They cannot hold the 
Insuring public respouslb!© for their 
own blunders. © 

Thus the adjusting of the* rates in 
any particular locality, such as a State 
or ft dty. Is a very complicated one. 
To settle It Anally requires a review of 
the experience of companies through a 
series of years and a close study of the 
risks Involved In particular localltk** 
and on partlcnlar sorts of property. The 
occurrence of a large loss do** not In 
Itself prove the need of an advance of 
rutea eve rywhere. But the general prin¬ 
ciple that the rates must hare regard 
to the total leases ran n'>t be success¬ 
fully attacked.

Whether Mr Edward Sanford Mar¬

The Rationale of Insurance. 

One of the most generally unpleasant 
consequences of the San Francisco 
loiwes Is the probability of an advance 
of Insurance rates In all parts of the 
country. The amount that the insur- 
, ance companies will finally lose is yd 
uncertain, but It is well known that 
they will lose largely. Failure among 
them has already begun, and we can¬ 
not yet be sure how far It may extend. 
A number of companies have already 
taken steps to restore the capital Im¬ 
paled by the probable losses. The 
possibilities which may grow* out of 
the existing situation suggest a restate¬ 
ment of the ground upon which insur¬ 
ance Is founded. 

To many people the great losses In¬ 
curred In California constitute no sort 
of reason why they should pay more 
for Insurance where their property 
happens Ui be situated, say. for exam- 
pie. in Kentucky. They reason that 
the cost of Insurance should be in pro¬ 
portion to the risk already assumed. 
If tho danger of fits* In Kentucky is 
greater In 11#06 than It was In 1806. It 
Is. clear that higher premiums ought 
to be charged. If It has been found 
by experience that the charges last 
year In this State were too smaJt to 
cover the risks, an advance Is Indis¬ 
pensable. But. on the ocher hand. It Is 
urged that If the premiums last year 
were amplf, and there has been no In- 
oreasr in the local hasard, no advance 
Ought to be made here on account of 
the losses sustained at a distance. We 
are helping the unfortunate people of 
San Francisco by liberal contributions 
to the relief fund, but we are doing 
It voluntarily, on the well-accepted 
ground that every man do as he 

like* with his own. To be compelled 
to relieve them or the Insurance com¬ 
panies which t 4 ke the place of the orig¬ 
inal losers. |* an entirely different mat¬ 
ter. 

To this the Insurance p^&ple. or some 
of them, make re^ly that this view of 
the policyholder Ignores the whole the¬ 
ory of Insurance. The loss from the 
ravages of Are Is certain; precisely 
where It will fall cannot be foreseen. 
Nobody who bus studied the question 


“Billy" too long for that. There could 
hardly full to be a kind of public 
stigma, to say nothing about some pri¬ 
vate humiliation, ih such a reversal of 
relationships. Nothing In Mr Anstey's 
Ingenious novel w ould seem more Incon¬ 
gruous.

The Oil Trust's Publicity Bureau. 

So the Standard Oil Company has 
yielded to the tendency of the times, 
and ha* created a “publicity'* depart¬ 
ment, with a sure-enough press agent 
In charge of It! 

Here Is a revolution In policy, in¬ 
deed. Mystery, deep and Impenetrable; 
silence, absolute and invariable, have 
been the hobble* of Standard Oil here¬ 
tofore. Even subpoenas were futile in 
prying open the lips of the officers 
of the company. They fled from 
process-servers and defied court au¬ 
thorities. Just as they eluded newspa¬ 
per reporters. When the President aent| 
to the Congress a few days ago his 
message assailing Standard OH, the 
representative* of the trust surprised 
Ihe w'orld by suddenly coming out of 
their shell and responding energetically 
to the strictures of Ihe President and 
the Bureau of Corporations. Among 
the spokesmen were lawyers nnd di¬ 
rectors, but the moat Ingenious, most 
plausible, and, In every way, tho ablest 
of the specious retorts came from 
Messrs. Rogers and Archbold. It was 
* sight for the’gods to see this abrupt 
emergence of Standard OH Into the 
fierce light of publicity. But, as though 
that were not shock enough, there hue 
followed the wonder of wonders—the 
establishment of a,pres* bureau. One 
might well have expected Uncle Joe 
Cannon to come out flat-lootedly for 
“free trade, and let's have It quick." 
But the Standard Oil Company has 
done It, and there's an end to It. 

No one need expect the publicity de- 
parttnent to scatter Standard oil se¬ 
cret* to the four winds. Anybody with 
gumption wdll surmise at once that 
the aim of the trust officers In creating 
the “mouthpiece" Is not so much to dis¬ 
pense new'* as to suppress it—that Is, 
to discourage original research upon the 
part of th»* Newspaper reporters by fur¬ 
nishing this official outlet for Standard^ 
Oil news. What the reporters And In 
unofficial quarters might be embar¬ 
rassing to the trust; what they get 
from the bureau never will be. This 


A More Cheerful View. 

Although Gen. Greely takes a gloomy 
view of the situation In San Francisco 

In the matter of supplying the w’ants 
of the people dependent upon the relief 
commlttoq for subsistence, ihe banker* 
of the city, on the other hand, take a 
cheerful view of the financial situation. 
In a report from thj Executive Commit¬ 
tee of the Clearing House, the other day. 
It was stated (hat the business Inter¬ 
ests of the city do not heed charity 
to aid them In the rebuilding of the 
city With 1160,000,000 or more to be 
received from the Insurance companies, 
the bank^ In a strong position, a boun¬ 
tiful harvest In the State, and general 
underlying business sound, they think 
that any further financial’ help should 
be looked for on atrictly business prin¬ 
ciples. In other word*, since the insur¬ 
ance indemnities will largely replace 
the destroyed building* as w*ell as 
stocks of merchandise, and the banks 
are able 'to meet general commei 
requirement*. Individual* or Insti 
lion* who may And it necessary to 
apply to outskte sources for loans 
should do *o on the usual basis of 
good security. 

This is a good business view of the 
matter, with a show of self-reliance 
which will tend to strengthen Eastern 
confidence In the ability of the business 
men of San Francluco to maintain their 
credit. At first thought the two state¬ 
ments as to the difficult problem of 
meeting the wants of the hungry and 
ne«*dy, on the one hand, and the cheer¬ 
ful business prospects, on the other, may 
seem to conflict. But it doe* not follow 
The first condition Is but temporary 
and will be soon relieved by the receipt 
of ample supplies. Then, as the re¬ 
sumption of business progresses and 
rebuilding get* under headway, the 
number needing assistance will rapidly 
decrease until the dependent wlltf be¬ 
come comparatively few* In number. 
The crisis has posqed, and It wrIU be 
but a abort time until all depression 
and doubt will give way to great busi¬ 
ness activity in the way of reconstruc¬ 
tion and the Infusion of new* life and 
hope In the people.

It Is a sudden fall from the 
high estate to which he wns raised.

With 
the Emperor a virtual prisoner In his 
own palace, the war in the Far East 
a hopeless failure and no apparent 
prospect of on honorable peace. Wiu* 
was recalled from the obscurity to 
which he had been subjected by hla 
removal as Minister of Finance at the 
bidding of the absolutists, as the Hist 
hope of relief from such complica¬ 
tions.

Child labor and education are two 
problems that go hand In hand, aa It 
w ere in his address before the edu¬ 
cational conference In Lexington, Gov. 
Folk, having In mind their close re¬ 
lationship, discussed them wrlth force 
and logic when he said: 

”ln the Southern State*, particularly, 
the I* for more compulsory educa¬ 

tion. 8uoh a htw was etnact^d by the lust 
Missouri Legislature, and Its resultshave 
l*een most beneficial. Three Is one de¬ 
fect in our law. however, uml the same 
Is trm* iff practically all of the States 
than have compulsory* education, and 
that Is tto- prevision which permits a 
child, the sole support of Indigent parents, 
to be relieved front school attendance and 
allowed to labor. Recently I went through 
some of the great faetork-s of St. Louis 
to investigate the workings of thin law. 
While the child labor law Is enforced. 1 
found many Instances of IRtle boys and 
girls of nine, ten and eleven years of age 
at W'ork. In each of these rases It was 
etaJmed that the child wo* the only sup¬ 
port of a parent. Experiero-e has dem- 
onstated that ttft majority of claims for 
exemption are not lx>na fide, and are the 
product of parental avarice rather than 
neceeslty. However that muy be, I be¬ 
lieve If a parent is so poor that he must 
depend for support upon the labor of an 
infant child, he Is poor enough for the 
Hlste to support him as a pauper. He 
should not be allowed to dootroy the child 
mentally, physically nnd morally, os is 
the usual result when children are per¬ 
mitted to work In factories at snoh tender 
ages. It is far more Important that' the 
child should be given an odtkwtlon Jind 
bo nnidt* a useful citizen than that the 
parent eke out a miserable existence 
through the meager earnings of an Infant 
when the parent can be as well or better 
supported by the State." 

Here are some suggestions from a 
mati who has given the subject careful 
thought and whqse experience has 
qualified him to speak with authority. 
What the Governor of Missouri says 
here is worthy of the serious consid¬ 
eration of every State In the Union. 
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In his charming essay upon “My Old 
Kentucky Home,” apftropos of the 
Home-coming In June, Dr. John Fran¬ 
cis Coffey, relates the follow ing of the 
man who, with fihelby and Logan, most 
famously led the Hunters of Kentucky 
against the Indians and the British.

’Then I have no means of satisfaction 
left but to post you as a coward.’ 

‘Post me as a coward? Ha, ha, ha! 

Post and be -; but if you do you will

body else wlU say so.’

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MAYOR’S VETO 


Placed Upon Three Ordi 
nances of New Council. 


CHIEF EXECUTIVE DISAGREES 
WITH PRESENT BODY. 


LIQUOR LICENSE MEASURE 
AMONG THOSE DISAPPROVED. 


FIRST REGULAR MEETING. 


The first regular meeting of the new 
Jeffersonville City Council was held 
last night, a feature being that Mayor 
Burn returned with hie disapproval 
three ordinance* passed at a specie 1 
meeting held last Tuesday night, one 
being a measure to regulate the sale of 
liquors and fixing a license; another 
regulating especial meetings, and the 
third repealing an ordinance providing 
for the sale of city properties. The 
ordinance* were not rnpassed over the 
Mayor’# vato, but were referred. 

Seven members were present at the 
meeting last nlgtit when that body as 
sembied nearly thirty minutes later 
than the law provide*. Mr. Coots, from 
the Second ward, being the only mem¬ 
ber not answering to his name. A mo¬ 
tion was made by Mr. Oroher that 
when the new liquor license ordinance 
should take effect on application new 
licensee be Issued to hold good until 
December 28. without further cost. Ac¬ 
tion for a time was deferred. Mr*. 
Catherine Ltsbul, executrix of the 
late of Adam Ltobcl. sent in a com¬ 
munication asking the return of $106 
paid on ft lkiuor license. Tho writing 
was referred to tho Llcdnso Committee. 
An application was read from Joseph 
Braun for a liquor license, which was 
referred. 

Mayor Burtt handed Joseph L. War 
der. City Clerk, a communication veto¬ 
ing the ordinances regulating the call¬ 
ing of special sessions, the chief rea¬ 
son given being that the Mayor Is the 
only-person authorised to issue the call 
He suggested that. an ordinance be 
passed fixing the rules for holding reg¬ 
ular and apodal meetings. Mr. Ma- 
haffey explained it was not the Inte.i- 
tlcm to take any power away from th® 
Mayor. A long arg undent followed, 
and the question was referred to the 
next molding. 

The ordinance repealing the one pro¬ 
viding for the sale of real estate was 
taken up. and It withheld that there wit® 
not unanimous consent on the passage 
of the measure, although tho Mayor 
supP'>s«d there was when he announced 
tile ordinance parsed On motion of 
Mr. Mahaffey. the communication was 
referred to a special meeting to be held 
May 15. 

On the ordinance regulating the sale 
of intoxicating liquors and fixing a li¬ 
cense fee of 1150 per annum, the Mayor 
gave a lengthy opinion and mild during 
his administration be had faced the 
liquor business In all of its forms, and 
said after due con si derat Ion the Iteenre 
fee hod been raised from 150 to $150. 
and later on petitions were filed to In¬ 
crease the fee to $250 and restrict the 
business, but these were not given fa¬ 
vorable consideration. Tho Council at 
a later meeting repealed the license or¬ 
dinance. In his communication the 
Mayor said he had not been consulted 
on the new ordinance, and he then ad¬ 
dressed a letter to Dr. E. N. Flynn, 
Mayor-elect, asking him bis views, say¬ 
ing (hat ha had found a license of $150 
us* restrictive. A reply waa received 
saying Mayor Burtt was respectfully 
referred to the action of the Council at 
the meeting of last Tuesday night. 
Continuing his veto message the Mayor 
went at length Into an explanation that 
he did not believe the clause Inquiring 
Into the fitness of an applicant was le¬ 
gal. He also objected to the clause 
against refunders. It was also as¬ 
serted that under the ordinance all sa¬ 
loonkeepers In Jeffersonville would 
have to pay an additional fee of $150. 
The communication, on motion of Mr. 
Mahaffey. was referred. 

An Invitation to attend the High 
School commencement was accepted, 
and the Council then bdjourned.

Senator L. C. Nell, of 
Gradyvllla, was not present. Senator 
Watson was chosen as chairman of the 
committee, and Senator Tabb. secre¬ 
tory. The member* of the committee 
w ere railed to order In the lobby of th© 
hotel. 

It will b© th© duty of the committee, 
according to instruction* from the Sen¬ 
ate, to ”invesUgate and report to thA 
next session of the General Assembly n 
plan to be devised by th© committee for 
the employment of the convicts of the 
State, having in view the plan and 
methods used in this and other State*. 
Including a special report as to tho 
feasibility and desirability of employ¬ 
ing convict labor, in pRrt, upon public 
work* of the State, including public 
highway* thereof." 

Tha committee has organized as pro¬ 
vided. and In the future will hold pub¬ 
lic sessions whin they are fenind to be 
expedient. The members are authorized 
to visit ponltefittaiies of other States 
and Investigate the method* In u*e 
New York and Illinois ar© specially 
mentioned In the rvwnlution, although It 
I* left to the discretion of the commit¬ 
tee n* to what Stat©* shall b® visited.

It is set forth In th© resolution that 
authorised th© appointment of th© com¬ 
mittee that, while the best Interests of 
prisoner* require that they be kept em¬ 
ployed. It Is conceded that the employ¬ 
ment of convicts pi&oes them in direct 
competition with free labor. It is th© 
duty of the commit*©© to devise soni© 
plan for the working of convicts that 
will result in the doing away of th© lo*» 
to the taxpayer* of the State, th© 
greatest good to the prisoners with th® 
minimum of competition and conflict 
with the interests of free labor. Th® 
average Income from State prisoner* in

State. At th© same time the employ¬ 
ment of the prisoners hat aroused the 
direct opposition of th© lalwv union* 
The committee will endeavor to find a 
solution of these problems.

No mention has been made by the West¬ 
ern Jockey Club ngxtrdlng the commis¬ 
sion. and the chance* are that thl* mat¬ 
ter will not b<* touched oii by the Celia- 
Ad Isr-Till as crowd until the members of 
the Racing Commission have something 
to say. 

The plain facts are that the Western 
J4*ekey Club held Its monthly meeting in 
Chicago yesterday, and the Douglas Park 
Jockey Club, which Is u member of this 
controlling body, applied for dates from 
June 2 to July 7. Inclusive. This request 
whs granted without comment by the 
Western Jockey Club. 

If the l>oitglna Park people attempt to 
race on the dates which were allotted to 
them yesterday they will begin their meet¬ 
ing two racing days after the present 
meeting at Cht^rchlll Downs ends. While 
this ni4»eting will not conflict'with the 
racing at the Downs It ^*111 conflict with 
that at Iditonta. which Is operated by 
some of the most powerful turf Interests 
In the State. 

The meeting at Latonla, according to 
the dates granted by the Kentucky Racing 
Commission, will begin on May $0, the 
next day after the met ting at Churchill 
Downs, and will close on July 4.

ln that reorganization, he saya. It in¬ 
corporated the departments of the busi¬ 
ness separately. The Buckeye Pipe 
Line Company, he says, does all the 
Standard's pipe-line transportation and 
the Union Tank Company carries all 
Its oils by cars. The Solar Refining 
Company collects the crude oil from the 
wells In the fields. That these concerns 
represent the same Interests Is shown 
by their tax returns, that are all made 
on the same day on similar forme, and 
they are all represented by the same 
attorneys. 

The StaJidArd absolutely fixes the 
price of crude oil. 

Independent companies run their bids 
up or down with the Standard price, 
but by organizing "fair** or "pirate" 
companies the Standard manages to 
drive out competition without chang¬ 
ing oil prices everywhere, which would 
be disastrous to the Standard Itself. 
Such n fake company Is the Manhat¬ 
tan, operating In the Findlay field. It 
will buy no cruiie #>ll of producers who 
sell to the Ohio or Buckeye Com¬ 
panies—Standard Interests—but it will 
pay a bonus of five or ten cents to 
those who do not Independents must 
therefore bid up for all their oil, while 
the Standard, the Attorney General as- 
snrts, gets the bulk of its oil at the 
old or lower price. The oil that the 
fake company buys eventually goes 
Into the Buckeye pipe line, thus prov¬ 
ing Its connection with the Standard 
interests. 

The Vacuum OH Company, which Is 
a New York corporatkm. op-rates simi¬ 
larly In the Marietta flelil. So far It 
has shipped no oil, all Its purchased oil 
being stored In tanks along the Buck¬ 
eye lino, into which, the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral sayv, it will eventually go. The 
National Company is the Independent 
company operating ln the Marietta 
field, and the Attorney General says 
the Standard has already seTSred 90 
per cent, of the oil produced there. 

Attorney General Ellis says that the 
Standard also uses the come methods 
to drive out competition from the sell¬ 
ing end of the line, and that the Re¬ 
public Oil Company Is certainly used 
as a ‘•fake** company In this connec¬ 
tion. and probably the Toledo Oil 
Works Company and the Star Oil Com¬ 
pany, of Cincinnati.
